REMARKS 

Claim 1 has been amended to add the phrase "having a pathway for resistance 
including the multidrug-resistance protein MRP." Support for this claim amendment is found 
in the specification at page 11, lines 15-17 where it is stated that the compounds of the 
invention may be used on neoplasms having "a pathway for resistance which includes the 
protein PI 90 (MRP)." Claim 1 has also been amended to change the phrase "multidrug 
resistance" to "multidrug-resistance" to correct a typographical error, and the phrase "to said 
patient" has been added to claim 1 . 
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
